GOOD ROADS TO 

VALLEY FORGE 



OLD FASHIONED PARTY 



The movement for the development 
of the roads leading into Valley 
Forge received a boom this week at 
the dinner given by Senator Frank 
P. Croft, at Washington Inn, Valley 
Forge. All the men who preside over 
the destinies of the roads in this 
section of the State were present and 
carefully considered plans to de- 
velop the old historical Gulph Road 
sectian between Gulph Mills and Val- 
leg Forge. 

State Highway Commissioner Frank 
B. Black announced to the guests that 
$107,000 of State funds was available 
for the use of the State roads in Mont- 
gomery county and that an additional 
$29,000 would be contributed by the 
State for the county and township 
roads under the State Aid Law, under 
which the State contributes one half- 
the county oue-quarter and the town- 
ship one-quarter. Commissioners Hat- 
field, Bready. and Harper, of Mont- 
gomery county, and Commissioners 
West and MacFarland, of Upper 
Merion township, who were present, 
were urged to take immediate steps 
to raise the contribution and share 
of Montgomery county and Upper 
Merion township so that all of the 
State money could be had at an early 
date. 

On behalf of the farmers and 
owners of the high-bred horses of the 
Main Line section, William C. Wilson, 
of Maple Farm; District Attorney J. 
Aubrey Anderson and William M 
Bray, of King of Prussia, all decried 
the present practice of the highway 
department and road authorities of 
asphalting the whole width of the 
roads and thus considering the needs 
of the motorists only. They asserted 
that a continuation of this system 
would result in driving away from 
this section the famous stock farms, 
hunt clubs and horse shows for which 
this part of Pennsylvania has been 
famous since the earliest colonial 
days. Earnest pleas were made that 
in all future road building the sides 
of the Toads be macadamized so that 
the same could be used with safety 
by horses. 

It is planned ultimately to have 
Gulph Road taken over as a State 
highway and connected with Mont- 
gomery avenue so as to form one 
splendid highway from Philadelphia 
to the Chester Valley region open for 
the use of both automobiles and 
horses.

Many imagine that the normal state 
of health is best represented by a 
straight line. This is by no means 
the case. There is a rhythmic undula- 
tion in the flow of our vital force. 
The dynamo which furnishes the 
working power of consciousness and 
action has its annual, monthly, daily 
waves, even its momentary ripple3. 
We have our bad times and good 
times. Some by careful observation 
of the rise and fall of this curve have 
so adjusted their holidays and times 
of rest and activity as to conserve 
their energies and avoid the snares 
of disease. It is from his knowledge 
of this curve that the family physician 
can act successfully.

STARS AND STRIPES 

Which are the three best-known 
flags in the world? There can be 
only one answer: The Stars and 
Stripes of the United States, the 
Union Jack, the Tricolor of the Frencn 
Republic. Probably there is not a 
civilized man on the globe who does 
not recognize these three at sight, 
and few who do not look upon them 
as emblems of Freedom. 

The American flag was first unfurl- 
ed on New Year's Day at Washing- 
ton's headquarters in the year 1776. 
but in its present form 1777 is its 
birth year, so that it is now exactly 
140 years of age. The first flag in- 
troduced the stripes of the present 
flag, but retained the crosses of St. 
Andrew and St. George on a blue 
ground in the corner, implying the 
surviving acknowledgment of the royal 
power with the birth of a new Na- 
tion. Had Britain had the good sense 
and sound statesmanship to accept 
that compromise it is more than likely 
that the States would have still owad 
allegiance to the successor of George 



i III. But wise counsels did not prevail. 

I and the next year the crosses were 
taken out of the flag and thirteen 
stars substituted, one for each of the 
original revolting colonies or States 
of the Union. 

Since then many additional stars 
have been added as fresh States have 
been included with the advance west- 
ward towards the Pacific, two of the 
latest additions being New Mexico and 
Texas, but the stripes still continue 
to be thirteen in number as at first.
